Devotional 
to  feature 
Elder  Dunn 


Elder  Paul  H.  Dunn  of  the 
First  Council  of  Seventy  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  will  be 
today’s  Devotional  speaker. 

Elder  Dunn  served  as 
coordinator  of  the  LDS 
Institutes  of  Religion  in 
Southern  California  prior  to 
his  call  to  the  First  Council 
of  Seventy  in  1964. 

He  is  also  a  former 
president  of  the  New 
England  States  Mission. 

A  Provo  native,  Elder 
Dunn  graduated  from 
Chapman  College  with  an 
A.B.  degree  in  religion  in 
1953,  and  received  the  M.S. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  in 
educational  administration 
from  the  University  of 
Southern  California. 


Probe  was  nearing  end, 
Cox  tells  Senate  inquiry 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Archibald  Cox  told  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  Monday 
that  his  inquiry  into  the 
Watergate  break-in  and 
cover-up  was  virtually 
complete  when  he  was  fired  as 
Watergate  special  prosecutor. 

Cox  was  the  first  witness  as 
the  committee  opened  a  public 
inquiry  into  Cox’s  ouster  by 
President  Nixon. 

Incomplete  phases 

Cox  said  there  were  three 
areas  in  which  the  Watergate 
investigation  was  not 
complete: 

—Fired  White  House  counsel 


John  W.  Dean  “was  in  a 
position  to  have  a  great  deal  of 
evidence  and  there  is 
considerable  more  evidence  he 
could  give.” 

—Cox  said  he  doesn’t  know 
what  evidence  could  be 
obtained  as  a  result  of 
President  Nixon’s  decision  to 
turn  over  nine  tape  recordings 
to  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
John  J.  Sirica. 

—“We  recently  came  across  a 
memorandum  written  by  an 
important  witness,”  Cox  said. 
“It  seemed  to  be  totally  at 
odds  with  what  he  had  said 
and  what  others  had  said.” 
The  former  special  prosecutor 


said  he  could  name  no  names 
and  had  to  be  vague  about  his 
point  to  protect  the 
investigation. 

Other  probes 

He  said  other  facets  of  his 
investigation,  including 
unlawful  campaign 
contributions,  campaign 
sabotage,  possible  violations  of 
government  power,  and  the 
ITT  antitrust  issues  had  not 
been  completed. 

Cox  testified  that  a  new 
special  prosecutor  by  law 
should  be  able  to  bring  court 
action  to  obtain  evidence  from 
the  White  House.

As  part  of  their  effort  to 
stop  construction  on  a  project 
extending  Orem’s  Center 
Street,  opponents  are  claiming 
a  conflict  of  interests  exists  in 
the  project.  Friday,  Arnold 
Roylance,  attorney  for  Utah 
County,  said  he  feels  the 
accusation  is  important 
enough  to  warrant  clarification 
from  the  Utah  State  Attorney 
General’s  office. 

The  project,  aimed  at 
extending  Center  street  from 
800  East  in  Orem  to  North 
University  Avenue,  (U.S.  1 89 
up  Provo  Canyon),  has  been 
delayed  for  almost  two  years. 
Before  construction  can  begin, 
approval  of  an  environmental 
impact  statement  (EIS)  is 
needed.  Officials  in 
Washington  have  sent  the  EIS 
back  to  Orem  twice  seeking 
further  clarification  and 
information. 

Hired  to  prepare  the  EIS  for 
the  city  was  the  Provo 
engineering  firm  of  Rollins, 
Brown  and  Gunnell.  Russ 
Brown,  who  does  engineering 
consulting  for  Orem,  is  an 
associate  of  the  firm. 

Last  month  Gene 
Calderwood,  Center  street 
resident  and  opponent  to  the 
project,  said  a  definite  conflict 
of  interest  existed. 

“Russ  Brown  is  the  city 
engineer,  therefore,  I’m  sure 
he’s  going  to  do  everything  he 


Cox  told  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  that 
frustrations  and  delays  he 
encountered  in  trying  to  get 
evidence  from  the  White 
House  make  it  imperative  a 
new  prosecutor  have  such 
legislated  power. 

Urges  legislation 

He  also  repeated  statements 
that  he  now  has  concluded 
Congress  should  pass 
legislation  providing  for 
appointment  of  a  new 
prosecutor  by  the  federal 
District  Court  here. 

Cox,  on  leave  as  a  Harvard 
Law  School  professor,  said 
there  is  some  doubt  about  the 
constitutionality  of  such 
legislation  but  he  has  decided 
after  further  study  that  the 
doubt  is  “not  a  very  serious 
one  and  I’d  be  prepared  to  run 
the  risk.” 

President  Nixon  has 
announced  that  a  successor  to 
Cox  will  be  appointed  later 
this  week  by  acting  Atty.  Gen. 
Robert  H.  Bork,  but  53 
senators  have  introduced  a  bill 
providing  for  a  new  prosecutor 
appointed  by  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  John  J.  Sirica. 
Similar  legislation  has  been 
suggested  in  the  House  by 
more  than  100  members. 

Senate  probe 

Cox  testified  at  a  Judiciary 
Committee  inquiry  into  his 


dismissal  by  Bork,  on  Nixon’s 
order,  after  he  refused  to 
accept  a  directive  not  to 
pursue  in  court  his  efforts  to 
obtain  tapes,  notes  and 
memoranda  of  presidential 
conversations. 

He  said  acceptance  of  the 
directive  would  have 
established  a  “very  dangerous 
precedent”  and  would  have 
been  seen  by  many  as  a 
cover-up.  He  said  it  would 
have  led  to  later  instructions 
interfering  with  his 
independence  and  the  conduct 
of  investigation. 

‘Frustration,  delay’ 

In  an  opening,  off-the-cuff 
statement  that  lasted  nearly  an 
hour  and  a  half,  Cox  said  that 
much  of  the  evidence  he 
sought  is  in  White  House 
offices  and  that,  on  the  whole, 
his  efforts  to  get  it  met  with 
“frustration  and  delay.” 

“Certainly  they  furnished 
some  things  to  us,”  he  said, 
but  he  listed  a  number  of 
requests  for  material  that  he 
said  have  gone  unanswered. 

He  said  this  material 
included  logs  of  meetings  and 
telephone  conversations  of  the 
so-called  White  House 
plumbers  unit  and  other  aides, 
and  files  dealing  with  milk 
producers  who  made  large 
campaign  contributions  and 
with  electronic  surveillance  of 
columnist  Joseph  Kraft.

The  Pentagon  spokesman 
said  the  Hancock, 
accompanied  by  the  destroyers 
and  an  oil  supply  ship  traveling 
through  the  Straits  of  Malacca, 
is  expected  to  be  well  into  the 
Indian  Ocean  in  about  a  day. 

In  volunteering  information

‘Prudent’  move 
Friedheim  said  shifting  the 
Hancock  is  a  “move  which  was 
thought  prudent. 

“We  are  watching  with 
interest  the  increasing  size  of 
the  Soviet  Fleet,”  he  said. 

Moving  the  Hancock 
requires  reducing  the  size  of 
the  U.S.  Seventh  Fleet  based 
in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

No  confrontation 
Despite  the  ship  movements, 
Friedheim  said  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
remain  far  from  a 
confrontation. 

Meanwhile,  a  precautionary 
alert  remained  in  effect  for 
about  400,000  U.S. 
servicemen  as  the  result  of  the 
Middle  East  tensions. 

Pentagon  officials  did  not 
say  when  the  alert  status 
would  be  ended. 

Nixon  explains 
President  Nixon  said  he 
ordered  all  2.2  million  men  in 
U.S.  military  service  placed  on 
alert  before  dawn  Thursday, 
explaining  later  it  had  been 
“to  indicate  to  the  Soviet 
Union  that  we  could  not 
accept  any  unilateral  act  on 
their  part”  in  the  Mideast. 

Officials  had  said  they 
received  reports  50,000  Soviet 
paratroopers  had  been  placed 
on  alert  and  that  some  might 
be  sent  to  the  Mideast  to 
enforce  the  Arab-Israeli 
ceasefire. 

Ended  Saturday 
The  U.S.  alert  ended 
Saturday  for  all  servicemen 
except  320,000  stationed  in 
Europe  and  80,000  attached 
to  the  Atlantic  command, 
which  includes  major  fleet 
units.

Delay  trade 
with  Russ, 
aide  asks 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Nixon  administration  urged 
Congress  Monday  to 
temporarily  shelve  President 
Nixon’s  recommendation  to 
liberalize  trade  with  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Peter  Flanigan,  Nixon’s  chief 
adviser  on  foreign  economic 
policy,  emphasized  that  this 
was  a  temporary  position 
which  would  change  if  a 
satisfactory  peace  settlement  is 
reached  in  the  Middle  East. 

Flanigan  also  urged  during 
an  appearance  before  a  Senate 
Banking  subcommittee  that 
Congress  drop  any  moves  to 
tie  any  liberalization  in  trade 
with  the  Soviet  Union  to  a 
requirement  that  the  Soviet 
Union  allow  free  emigration 
by  Jews  and  other  Soviet 
citizens. 

“We  think  it  is  inappropriate 
at  this  time  to  deal  with  these 
issues,”  Flanigan  told  the 
subcommittee.  “It  is  clear  that 
a  settlement  in  the  Middle  East 
depends  on  cooperation  with 
Russia.” 

President  Nixon  has  asked 
Congress  to  give  him  authority 
to  extend  most  favored  nation 
treatment  to  the  Soviet  Union 
in  trade  matters.  This  would 
entitle  products  from  the 
Soviet  Union  to  the  lowest 
import  duty  available  to  any 
other  nation  with  which  the 
United  States  has  trade 
relations. 

Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson  has 
proposed  an  amendment 
which  would  prohibit  the 
president  from  granting  the 
most  favored  nation  status  to 
the  Soviet  Union  unless  he 
determined  that  the  Soviet 
Union  is  allowing  free 
emigration.

Winter  season's  first  snowfall 
brings  fender-benders,  forecast

This  winter’s  first  snowfall 
must  have  mis-read  the 
calendar  as  the  storm  missed 
last  year’s  first  snowfall  date 
by  one  day. 

The  National  Weather 
Service  reported  that 
intermittent  snow  showers  will 
continue  Monday,  decreasing 
by  Tuesday.  Wednesday  will 
be  partly  cloudy  and  warmer. 
Rain  and  snow  are  predicted 
for  Thursday,  decreasing  by 
Friday. 

Six  accidents 

Provo  City  Police  have 
received  reports  of  six 
accidents,  the  “large 
percentage  of  which  were 
probably  due  to  wet  roads,”  a 
spokesman  for  the  police 
department  said.  Orem  Police 
reported  one  accident,  but 
were  unsure  of  exact  causes. 

In  spite  of  the  early  rash  of 
accidents,  this  year’s  snowfall 
will  probably  be  “near  or  a 
little  below  normal  in 
severity,”  according  to  Arlo 
Richardson,  Utah  state 
climatologist. 


“Much  discussion” 
Richardson  explained  that 
the  severity  of  this  winter 
weather-wise,  has  been  the 
subject  of  “much  discussion.” 
First,  it’s  difficult  to  define 
what  is  meant  by  “severe,” 
noted  Richardson. 

“Severity  really  depends  on 
the  circumstances  of  the 
individual,”  said  Richardson. 
To  the  cattleman  it’s  one 
thing,  to  the  businessman,  it’s 
another. 

Severity  index 

“I  have  combined  a  number 
of  factors  in  determining 
weather  forecasts,  and 
developed  what  I  call  a  Winter 
Severity  Index,”  continued 
Richardson.  Since  1874, 
records  indicate  that  ‘high 
indexes’  occur  in  ‘pairs.’  ” 

“Our  ‘pair,’  last  winter  and 
the  winter  of  three  or  four 
years  ago  were  ‘severe,’  ”  said

Richardson.  Since  that  “pair” 
has  past,  we  should  expect 
more  normal  winters  for  the 
next  5-15  years,  until  the  cycle 
of  more  “severe”  winters 
return,  he  explained.

Averages  viewed 

The  average  yearly  snowfall 
in  the  Provo  area  is  32.4 
inches.  This  average  is  based 
on  the  following  monthly 
breakdown:  November  3.1 
inches;  December,  8.0  inches; 
January,  1  1.9  inches;  February 
5.9  inches;  March,  5.3  inches 
(figures  are  approximate). 


The  highest  monthly 
snowfall  recorded  since  1926 
was  in  December  of  1951 
when  33.5  inches  of  the  white 
stuff  fell.  The  greatest  snowfall 
in  a  24-hour  period  occurred 
Jan.  11  of  this  year  when  11.5 
inches  fell.

A  fall  exhibit  of  student  art 
on  campus  is  being  held  in  the 
Wilkinson  Gallery  through 
Nov.  2. 

The  show  is  sponsored  by 
the  Creative  Art/Design  Guild 
of  BYU  with  the  purpose  of 
“giving  critical  exposure  to 
students,”  and  giving  them 
“the  satisfaction  of  seeing 
their  work  hanging  in  a  gallery, 
being  shared  with  the  public,” 
according  to  a  pamphlet 
prepared  by  Mike 
Fotheringham  of  the  Guild. 

The  Wilkinson  Gallery  show 
includes  a  compilation  of  the 
various  disciplines  in  the  art 
field  from  photography,  to 
graphics,  fine  art,  macrame, 
jewelry  and  sculpture. 

The  Creative  Art/Design 
Guild  has  been  an  official 
campus  organization  since 
January,  1  973.  It  was 
organized  by  a  group  of 
students  who  saw  the  need  for 
an  art  organization  for  all  the 
art  disciplines  that  exclusive  of 
non-art  majors,  according  to 
Roger  Bashford,  a  former 
Guild  chairman. 

The  purposes  of  the 


organization  as  put  forth  in  its 
brochure  are:  to  group 
together  students  with 
common  interests  in  art  and 
design;  to  increase  knowledge 
of  the  art  world;  to  upgrade 
the  quality  of  Mormon  visual 
arts;  to  create  a  community 
awareness  of  art  and  design; 
and  to  expand  correlation 
between  art  and  design. 

Bashford  explained  that  the 
art  department  offers  closed 
shows  for  members  of  their 
department,  but  prior  to  the 
Art/Design  Guild  there  was  no 
organization  open  to  all 
students  in  or  out  of  art. 

“Lots  of  people  think  of  art 
as  a  major,  but  don’t  know  if 
they  really  want  if  as  a  career. 
This  club  lets  them  associate 
and  participate  with  people  in 
the  field.  It  is  a  common 
meeting  ground  for  all 
students  interested  in  art,” 
Bashford  said. 

Bashford  spoke  of  three  or 
four  major  upcoming  events 
for  the  year,  in  the  way  of  art 
exhibits.  He  said  other 
activities  would  include 
information  on  art  as  a 
profession  and  discussion  of 
where  to  buy  art  supplies  at 
reasonable  and  discount  rates.

Anti-freeze  Most 
“permanent”  anti-freeze 
should  be' replaced  every  two 
years.  Check  and  replace  if 
necessary. 

Brakes- Check  to  be  sure 
they  are  adjusted  properly. 
Poorly  adjusted  or  grabbing 
brakes  will  throw  the  car  into 
a  skid  on  slippery  or  wet 
pavements. 

Exhaust  -Carbon  monoxide 
kills  without  warning.  Be  sure 
exhaust  system  is  tight  and 
checked  for  leaks.

Oil  on  the  rocks 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - 
Scientists  have  not  yet 
discovered  how  to  get  “blood 
out  of  a  stone,”  but  now  they 
are  getting  something  perhaps 
even  more  valuable-oil  out  of 
rocks. 

According  to  federal 
government  estimates,  there  is 
enough  oil  shale  in  Colorado, 
Utah  and  Wyoming  to  yield 
some  600  billion  barrels  of 


petroleum— more  than  all  the 
reserves  of  the  oil-rich  Middle 
East  put  together. 

Through  a  revolutionary 
new  process  developed  by  the 
Oil  Shale  Corp.  headquartered 
here,  this  enormous  source  of 
energy  is  on  the  verge  of  being 
tapped.  This  process,  which 
involves  mixing  the  mined 
shale  with  .heated  ceramic 
pellets,  has  been  subjected  to  a 
seven-year  field-testing 
progrant  completed  this  past 
year.

Loettal  Marie  Wallace,  23, 
newly-crowned  Miss  Indian 
Utah  for  1  973-74,  met 
Monday  with  a  city  judge  to 
give  reasons  why  she  did  not 
appear  for  sentencing  after  she 
was  found  guilty  of  public 
intoxication  and  petty  larceny 
last  July. 

Provo  City  Judge  J.  Gordon 
Knudsen  gave  her  until  Friday 
to  appear  with  an  attorney  for 
sentencing.  Knudsen  said  he 
was  told  by  Miss  Wallace  that 
she  had  had  family  problems 
and  had  been  out  of  state  and 
could  not  be  reached. 

Knudsen  said  Miss  Wallace 
told  him  that  when  she 
returned  to  Provo  she  was 
scared  and  did  not  contact  the 
court.  Trial  was  held  in  Miss 
Wallace’s  absence  last  July  and 
she  was  found  guilty  on  both 
charges.  A  bench  warrant  was 
later  issued  for  her  to  be 
brought  before  the  court  for 
sentencing. 

She  was  convicted  of  public 
intoxication  and  with  the  theft 
of  two  cans  of  beer  valued  at 
5  2  cents  from  Warshaw’s 
Market  in  Provo. 

The  maximum  sentence  that 
can  be  imposed  by  the  court 
for  a  petty  larceny 
(misdemeanor)  conviction  is  a 
fine  of  $299  or  six  months  in 
jail  or  both. 

Miss  Wallace  was  crowned 
Saturday  at  Sundance  Resort 
as  Miss  Indian  Utah.  She  was 
attending  BYU,  but  left  school 
Oct.  12,  according  to  the 
Department  of  Indian 
Education.  She  said  she 
planned  to  re-enter  the 
university  in  January. 

Earlier  her  mother  had 
claimed  that  someone  else  had 
impersonated  her  daughter  and 
that  it  was  a  “dirty  trick.”

VIENNA,  Austria  (AP)  - 
Hurting  from  a  sharp  split  over 
the  Middle  East,  the  United 
States  and  most  of  its 
European  allies  meet  the 
Soviets  today  for  their  first 
talks  on  mutual  troop  cuts  in 
central  Europe. 

Last  week  Defense  Secretary 
James  R.  Schlesinger 
threatened  to  review  the  U.S. 
commitment  to  West 
Germany,  where  some 
200,000  U.S.  troops  are 
stationed.  Apparently  he  was 
not  inclined  to  wait  for  the 
result  of  the  conference.  That 
could  take  years. 

Leonid  I.  Brezhnev,  the 
Communist  party  leader,  says 


the  Soviet  Union  will  be  ready 
for  “realistic  steps”  in  1975. 

Western  officials  said  that 
the  task  will  be  complex  and 
delicate,  and  agreements  are 
not  likely  to  be  reached 
quickly  or  easily. 

Along  with  the  United 
States,  Britain,  Canada,  West 
Germany,  Belgium,  the 
Netherlands  and  Luxembourg 
are  present.  Though  troops  on 
their  territory  will  not  be 
immediately  affected,  Norway, 
Greece,  Italy,  and  Turkey  are 
also  taking  part. 

Echoes  were  still  resounding 
of  some  of  the  harshest  words 
exchanged  across  the  Atlantic 
since  World  War  II.  The 


Europeans,  heavily  dependent 
on  Middle  East  oil,  declined  to 
help  the  U.S.  airlift  of  arms  to 
Israel.  U.S.  officials,  from 
President  Nixon  down, 
publicly  voiced  the  U.S. 
resentment. 


The  European  allies  also  had 
their  complaints.  Some 
objected  strongly  to  the 
United  States  alerting  its 
troops  on  their  territory  last 
week  without  asking  them 
first. 


One  U.S.  official  said  he  saw 
“not  a  ripple”  in  Vienna  from 
this  clash. 


Future  still  questionable 
for  Central  Utah  Project 


The  future  of  the  Bonneville 
Unit  of  the  Central  Utah 
Project  is  still  in  question  after 
Interior  Secretary  Rogers  B. 
Morton  postponed  his 
expected  announcement  on 
Oct.  26,  asking  until  this 
Friday  fo  make  his  decision. 

“This  is  a  complex  project 
with  several  alternatives,”  says 
Larry  Belliston,  coordinator  of 
public  relations  for  the 
project. 

“It  is  going  to  get  awful  dry 


if  it  isn’t  approved,”  Lynn 
Ludlow,  manager  of  the 
Central  Utah  Water 
Conservancy  District,  the 
administrative  agency  of  the 
CUP. 


Western  diplomats,  trying  to 
damp  down  differences  among 
the  allies,  also  refused  to  give 
credence  to  a  report  that  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  had  already  agreed  to 
troop  cuts  over  the  heads  of 
their  European  allies.  This  one 
originated  with  one  of  the 
smaller  European 
governments. 


Delays  in  project  approval 
may  slow  construction  and 
cause  project  cost  to  increase, 
Ludlow  said. 

The  delay  apparently  came 
from  Morton’s  consideration 
of  additional  information,  and 
a  decision  on  Indian  water 
rights. 

“We  hope  for  a  favorable 
ruling  so  this  essential  water 
project  needed  in  Utah  can  be 
constructed,”  Ludlow  said. 


Differences  between  the 
Soviet  Union  and  its  Warsaw 
Pact  allies  do  not  come  to  the 
surface  so  often,  but  they  do 
exist.  In  the  Middle  East,  as  in 
other  areas,  Romania  has  not 
been  toeing  the  Soviet  line  at 
all. 


Oleg  N.  Khlestov,  a  legal 
expert  from  the  Soviet  Foreign 
Ministry,  arrived  in  Vienna 
Tuesday  with  a  20-man 
delegation  and  a  statement 
hoping  for  a  “constructive 
approach”  to  the  talks  by 
other  countries.

Cook,  R-Ky.,  and  summaries 
of  the  material  available  to  all 
members  of  the  committee. 

The  promise  was  withdrawn 
Oct.  24  by  Acting  Atty.  Gen. 
Robert  H.  Bork,  Cannon  said. 

Under  a  new  agreement,  the 
data  is  being  made  available  to 
Cannon  and  to  Cook  the 
committee’s  ranking 
Republican. 

They  must  make  their  own 
summaries  for  the  rest  of  the 
committee. 

Cannon  said  witnesses  other 
than  Ford  have  not  been 
decided  upon. 

Earlier  in  the  day, 
Democratic  congressional 
leaders  said  they  hope  the 
nomination  can  be  voted  on  in 
both  houses  this  year.

Variety  of  services 

Fly  or  jump  at  airport

Flight  instruction, 
sky-jumping  and  charter  flights 
are  samples  of  the  many 
services  offered  at  the  Provo 
Municipal  Airport. 

Located  southwest  of  Provo 
on  the  shore  of  Utah  Lake,  the 
airport  has  the  capacity  to 
handle  aircraft  as  large  as  727 
jets.  However,  the  majority  of 
the  airport  traffic  consists  of 
single-engine,  private  planes. 

The  airport  is  owned  and 
managed  by  Provo  City.  The 
city  is  responsible  for  its 
maintenance  as  well,  according 
to  Dave  Gunn,  a  community 
development  official. 

Gunn  explained  that  the 
actual  services  are  offered  by 
two  fixed  base  operators, 
Interwest  Aviation  and  Central 
Aviation.  These  two 
organizations  sell  gasoline, 
offer  mechanical  services,  lease 
hangers  and  provide  flight 
instruction. 


“One  hundred  BYU  students 
are  presently  involved  in  the 
many  programs  offered  by 
Interwest  Aviation,”  said  Roy 
Halliday,  a  flight  instructor. 

He  said  that  he  has  trained 
students  who  have  become 
pilots  for  commercial  airlines 
and  others  who  have  joined 
the  military  as  qualified  pilots. 

According  to  a  study  made 
by  Bechtel  Inc.,  there  is  an 
increasing  demand  for  air 
charter  and  air  taxi  activities. 
However,  due  to  the  proximity 
of  the  Salt  Lake  City  airport, 
it  is  not  anticipated  that 
scheduled  certificated  air 
passenger  activities  will  take 
place  at  the  Provo  airport  in 
the  near  future. 

This  study,  or  Master  Plan, 
predicts  that  in  1990  there  will 
be  105  aircraft  based  at  Provo, 
77  of  which  will  be. 
single-engine,  13  multi-engine, 
3  turbine  or  turbo-prop,  and 
1  2  rotorcral't. 

The  airport  was  built  upon 
filled  and  reclaimed  land  from 


marshes  along  the  shore  of 
Utah  Lake.  Plans  for 
construction  began  in  1941. 

By  1946  it  became  obvious 
that  there  would  be  a  need  for 
a  dike  around  the  airport  due 
to  the  continual  rising  of  Utah 
Lake.  This  was  constructed  at 
a  cost  of  approximately 
$150,000. 

The  existing  airport  has  an 
intersecting  runway 
configuration  formed  by  the 
two  main  runways.  There  is 
also  a  seldom-used  cross  wind 
runway  at  the  south  end  of  the 
runway  system.  The  airport  is 
classified  as  General  Utility 
although  it  presently  serves 
several  business  jet  aircraft  on 
a  regular  basis. 

There  is  a  centrally  located 
terminal  area  to  the  east  side 
of  the  runway  system.  This 
terminal  area  provides  based 
and  transient  general  aviation 
aircraft  with  parking  and 
T-hanger  facilities,  and  also 
fixed  base  operator  shops  and 
offices. 


Special  fund 
coordinated 
by  agency 

The  County  Action  Agency 
is  coordinating  plans  with 
county  and  community 
officials  for  the  use  of  the 
funds  made  available  for 
low-income  housing  by  the 
passage  of  the  $3  million  bill 
in  the  Special  Session  of  the 
legislature,  according  to  the 
agency’s  acting  director  Lynn 
Curtis. 

The  county  is  considering 
using  the  money  for 
low-interest  home  loans,  for 
rehabilitation  of  existing 
housing  and  to  buy  units  for 
rental  to  low-income  families, 
he  said . 

“  The  County  Action  Agency 
is  the  advocate  for  the  poor  in 
the  community,”  says  C'urtis, 
and  “the  programs  are  a  hand 
up  instead  of  a  handout.” 

Senior  citiznes  are  included 
in  the  agency’s  concerns  with 
an  outreach  program  aimed  at 
them  and  by  them.  In  the 
outreach  program  senior 
citizens  help  other  senior 
citizens  realize  their  needs, 
Curtis  explained. 

The  agency  is  also  involved 
in  the  county  Council  on  the 
Aging  and  the  Meals-on-Wheels 
program  which  delivers  hot 
meals  to  senior  citizens. 

“In  our  community  there  is 
greater  cooperation  between 
agencies,”  Curtis  said.  The 
agency  also  works  with  the 
LDS  Social  services  and  refers 
members  needing  assistance  to 
the  church.  The  ASBYU 
Office  of  Student  Community 
Service  sponsors  service 
projects  through  the  agency.

Ban  on  cabins  coming  ?

The  proposed  phase-out  of 
concessions  and  rental  cabins 
in  Zion  and  Bryce  National 
Parks  and  Grand  Canyon’s 
North  Rim  has  initiated  a 
heated  controversy  in  Utah. 

During  the  special  session  of 
the  Utah  Legislature,  the 
law-makers  passed  a  resolution 
critical  of  the  phase-out.  The 
resolution  called  on  the 
President,  the  secretary  of  the 
interior,  the  director  of  the 
National  Parks  Service  and 
other  officials  to  reconsider 
the  matter. 

Overnight  phase-out 

“The  reported  plan  to  phase 
out  overnight  accommodations 
at  Bryce  Canyon  and  Zion 
National  Parks  is  designed  to 
limit  services  to  the  public 
inside  the  parks,”  the 
resolution  said.  “The  plan  is 
contrary  to  the  basic  principle 
that  the  parks  are  for  the 
enjoyment  of  the  people.” 

According  to  Sara  W.  Faron, 
information  specialist  for  the 


park  service  field  office  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  claims  of  the 
resolution  are  contrary  to  the 
truth.  She  said  the  historic 
position  of  the  park  service 
and  founding  philosophy  of 
the  nation’s  park  system  is  to 
preserve  natural  wonders,  not 
to  develop  tourist  attractions. 

Response  urges  hearings 

In  response  to  complaints 
from  many  Utahns,  Rep. 
Wayne  Owens  (D-Utah) 
requested  hearings  to  be  held 
concerning  the  proposals.  But 
according  to  John  Cobb,  local 
representative  for  Sen.  Wallace 
F.  Bennett  (R-Utah),  no  action 
has  been  taken. yet. 

The  phasing  out  will  begin  in 
accordance  with  a  contract 
between  the  National  Park 
Service  and  TWA  Services. 
TWA  took  over  the  operation 
of  the  facilities  after  the  Utah 
Parks  Co.,  division  of  Union 
Pacific,  donated  the  facilities 
to  the  government  in  1971. 

Sleeping  facilities  to  go 

The  ten  year  contract 
specified  that  the  sleeping 
facilities  and  connected 


services  in  Zion’s  Park  be 
phased  out  after  three  years.  J. 
J.  Audley,  a  Cedar  City  TWA 
official  said  the  same 
procedures  will  be  followed 
within  a  five  year  period  in 
Bryce  Canyon  National  Park. 

At  the  end  of  ten  years  the 
facilities  at  Grand  Canyon  will 
be  re-evaluated.  According  to 
Robert  Griffis,  Cedar  City 
sales  and  advertising  manager 
for  TWA  Services,  the 
decisions  on  the  first  two  are 
firm.  He  said  “It’s  up  to  the 
citizens  who  they  want  to 
handle  this.  If  they  want  to 
speak  out  against  it,  they 
should.” 

Charges  made 

Charges  were  made  in  the 
resolution  that  such  a  move 
would  adversely  affect  tourism 
in  Southern  Utah.  But  Robert 
Heyder,  Zion  superintendent, 
said  that  Zion’s  inn  and  service 
station  have  already  been 
closed  and  yet  the  park 
received  its  one-millionth 
visitor  last  week.  He  said 
approximately  970,000 
tourists  came  there  last  year. 


The  inn  operated  at  26  per 
cent  capacity  during  July  of  its 
last  year  of  operation,  he  said. 
Griffis  said  the  inn  at  Bryce 
has  also  been  closed,  but  “a  lot 
of  question  marks  remain”  on 
whether  other  facilities  such  as 
shops  will  be  closed. 

Shuttlebus  studied 

Heyder  said  a  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  a  shuttlebus 
system  has  been  requested.  If 
it  is  made,  it  should  take  place 
within  the  next  two  years. 

Mrs.  Faron  said  the  primary 
reasons  for  phasing  out  the 
various  facilities  are  their  age, 
the  urging  and  availability  of 
local  merchants  and  the  desire 
to  keep  developments  to  a 
minimum  within  the  parks. 
“The  more  accommodations 
there  are  in  the  park,  the  more 
they  take  away  from  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  park,” 
she  said. 

Park  service  officials  say  that 
adequate  services  provided  by 
private  businessmen  will  be 
available  outside  the  park 
areas.  Camping  facilities  will 
still  be  available  within  the 
parks.

The  Internal  Revenue 
Service  has  initiated  some 
important  changes  to  tax 
returns,  supplemental 
schedules  and  forms  for  1973. 


The  “Short  Form,”  Form 
1040 A  Income  Tax  Return, 
will  probably  be  used  by  more 
taxpayers  in  1973  for  three 
reasons,  noted  the  Commerce 
Clearing  House,  (CCH)  a  group 
of  professional  accountants 
who  publish  one  of  the  largest 
law  reports  in  the  nation. 


Wage  earners  who  have  only 
dividend  and  interest  income 
in  addition  to  wages  will  be 
able  to  file  Form  1040 A  in 
every  case.  Any  amount  of 
dividend  or  interest  income 
can  be  reported  on  1973 
Form  1040A. 

The  second  change  in  Form 
1040A  is  that  the  IRS  will 
compute  a  taxpayer’s  tax 
liability  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  income  reported  on 
the  income  tax  return, 
according  to  CCH.

The  taxpayer  simply  lists  the 
total  amounts  of  taxable 
dividend  and  interest  income 
on  lines  10a  and  1 1  on  page  1 
of  Form  1  040. 

1'he  second  change  is  that 
taxpayers  no  longer  have  to 
list  their  cash  distributions  to 
charities  if  they  have  receipts, 
cancelled  checks  or  money 
order  stubs  to  substantiate 
the  deduction.  Instead  they 
list  their  total  distributions  on 
Schedule  A  of  Form  1040. 

Taxpayers  also  do  not  have 
to  list  names  or  amounts  for 
medical  deductions  in  1973. 
These  expenses  are  listed  in 
total  nunder  the  categories  of 
1 )  doctors  and  dentists  2) 
hopspitals. 

Mrs.  Evans  said  that 
revenue-sharing  information, 
which  is  required  on  both 
Forms  1040  and  1040A,  has 
been  simplified  this  year. 
Taxpayers  have  to  list  only  the 
city,  state,  and  county  of  their 
residence.  They  formerly  had 
to  include  the  township  where 
they  reside  as  well. 

Taxpayers  may  turn  over 
one  dollar  of  their  taxes  to  the 
Presidential  Election  Fund  by 
checking  a  box  found  on  Form 
1040A  and  1040,  explained 
Mrs.  Evans.  They  formerly  had 
to  complete  a  separate  form 
for  this  in  1972.

Emphasis  on  family 
frustrating  women? 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) 
University  of  Utah  counselors 
and  a  medical  doctor,  pointing 
to  the  Mormon  goal  of 
early-adult  marriage,  say  it’s 
frustrating  to  be  a  single 
woman  and  living  in 
family-oriented  Utah. 

But,  a  spokesman  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  says  the 
policy  does  not  put  pressure 
on  young  women. 

“For  many  women,  the 
most  frustrating  situation  they 
can  experience  is  being  over  22 
and  living  in  Utah,”  saidR. 
Dean  Hepworth,  professor  in 
the  Graduate  School  of  Social 
Work. 

He  said  he  has  seen  many 
single  women  in  the  state 
going  through  the  “senior 
syndrome,”  a  state  of 
loneliness  and  depression 
bordering  at  times  on  panic. 
He  said  much  of  it  is  caused  by 
living  alone  in  Utah’s 
family-oriented  society. 

“They  see  a  barren  life  of 
being  alone,  and  many,  if  they 
are  members  of  the 
church  .  .  .  are  especially 
concerned  because  of  the 
church’s  stress  on  family  life 
and  eternal,  celestial 
marriage,”  he  said. 

Veon  G.  Smith,  director  of 
Marriage  and  Family 
Counseling,  said,  “The  only 
point  you  can  be  fully 
accepted  in  this  state’s  social 
structure  is  when  you  are 
married.  Until  then,  you  are  a 
social  outcast. 


“However,  those  single 
women  who  have  by  choice 
decided  against  marriage  or  to 
postpone  it  to  pursue  a  career, 
those  women  who  have  their 
heads  on  straight,  are  less  hurt 
by  outside  pressure  to  marry. 

“Some  single  women 
pursuing  a  career  are  made  to 
feel  guilty  because  they  are 
acting  contrary  to  religious 
teachings.” 

Mrs.  Belle  S.  Spafford, 
general  president  of  the  Relief 
Society,  said: 

“What  the  relief  society 
stands  for  is  the  development 
of  the  full  potential  of  the 
female.  However,  we  believe 
the  greatest  satisfaction  comes 
to  a  woman  through  a  home 
and  a  family. 

“Women  have  an  inborn 
desire  for  a  family  Marriage  is 
traditionally  what  womanhood 
stands  for.” 

“But  we  believe  in  the  Relief 
Society  that  the  world  is  in 
need  of  young  women,  their 
talents  and  skills,  whether  they 
are  married  or  not.  Our  youth 
programs  are  designed  to  help 
build  self-esteem  and  develop 
potential  in  an  individual.” 

A  Bountiful  medical  doctor, 
David  A.  Hansen,  says  the 
state’s  society  has  raised 
women  to  feel  that  their  ideal 
dream  should  be  children,  a 
station  wagon  and  a  suburban 
home. 

“Then  they  come  into  my 
office  frustrated  when  they 
have  fulfilled  that  dream  and 
something  is  still  lacking,”  he 
said.

Finley  complains

NEW  YORK  The  other 
shoe  finally  fell  Monday  for 
Charles  O.  Finley  in  the  form 
of  $7,000  in  fines,  but  the 
headstrong,  maverick  owner  of 
the  Oakland  Athletics  vowed 
he  wouldn’t  take  the 
punishment  lying  down. 

“I  will  appeal  two  of  the 
fines,”  the  Chicago  insurance 
executive  said  from  his  home 
in  LaPorte,  Ind.  “It  is  grossly 
unfair.” 

Thus  baseball  is  headed  for 
another  confrontation 


between  the  head  man  of 
Oakland’s  World  Series 
champions  and  the  game’s 
commissioner,  Bowie  Kuhn. 

Finley  said  he  is  appealing  to 
baseball’s  six-man  Executive 
Council,  consisting  of  the  two 
league  presidents,  Joe  Cronin 
of  the  American  League  and 
Charles  Feeney  of  the  National 
League,  plus  four  club 
executives  Walter  O’Malley, 
Los  Angeles  Dodgers;  John 
McHale,  Montreal  Expos; 
Calvin  Griffith,  Minnesota 
Twins,  and  Bob  Reynolds, 
California  Angels. 


Must  appeal 

Kuhn  said  Finley  must 
appeal  to  the  commissioner, 
that  the  commissioner  is  the 
final  authority.  The  Executive 
Council  would  be  unlikely  to 
go  against  the  commissioner. 

Kuhn  announced  the  fines  in 
a  formal  one-sentence 
statement  from  his  office, 
verifying  what  had  been 
anticipated  for  days  and  what 
became  common  knowledge  a 
day  in  advance  through  leaks. 

Finley  said  he  received  the 
notice  from  the  commissioner 
last  week  in  a  hand-delivered 
letter  marked  “Private  and 
Confidential.” 

The  commissioner’s 
statement  merely  said  the  fines 
were  for  conduct  during  the 
World  Series  and  it  remained 
for  Finley  to  disclose  the 
specifics  of  his  set-down. 

He  was  fined  $5,000  for  his 
conduct  in  the  Mike  Andrews 
case,  Finley  said,  $1,000  for 
an  ‘‘embarrassing’’ 
announcement  over  the  loud 


speaker  at  the  Oakland 
Coliseum  during  the  series,  and 
another  $1,000  for  arbitrarily 
turning  on  the  stadium  lights 
when  his  team  was  at  bat.  The 
latter  is  the  prerogative  of 
series  umpires. 

Embarrassed  Mets 

Finley’s  troubles  in  this 
particular  World  Series  started 
when  the  National  League 
turned  down  his  request  to 
activate  a  25th  player,  bringing 
the  A’s  roster  to  full  strength. 
Finley  proceeded  to  tell  the 
fans  about  it  at  the  opening 
game,  and  the  fans  booed 
loudly. 

Kuhn  admonished  Finley 
with  a  stern  letter,  saying  his 
announcement  embarrassed 
the  New  York  Mets,  and  told 
him  the  case  would  be 
reviewed  after  the  series  and 
the  penalty  would  be 
determined  by  Finley’s 
conduct  in  the  meantime. 

In  the  second  game,  Mike 
Andrews,  a  reserve  Oakland 
infielder,  made  two  errors  that 
let  in  three  runs,  costing  the 
A’s  the  1  2-inning  game. 

Andrews  was  left  off  the 
team  plane,  which  flew  to  New 
York  for  resumption  of  the 
series.  The  next  report  was 
that  the  infielder  was  being 
placed  on  the  disabled  list  with 
an  injured  shoulder. 

The  reaction  was  explosive. 
Some  of  the  A’s  taped 
Andrews’  number  “17”  on 
their  uniforms  as  a  sign  of 
mourning.  Two  of  the  team’s 
top  stars,  Reggie  Jackson  and 
Sal  Brando,  sharply  criticized 
Finley  and  said  they  would 
like  to  be  traded.

concrete  dome  will  rest  on  six 
posts  eight  feet  high. 

When  the  concrete  hardens, 
the  giant  umbrella  can  be 
dismantled  by  one  man  in  a 
single  day,  then  used  in 
another  place,  Wilson  said. 

‘‘Perhaps  the  most 
important  thing  about  using 
concrete  for  the  dome  material 
is  concrete  is  unversal— hardly 
a  place  in  the  world  is  without 
it,”  he  emphasized. 

“Cost  of  the  dome  would 
vary  somewhat  in  the  price  per 
cubic  yard.  The  dome  takes 
seven  yards  of  concrete  and 


would  cost  about  $125  at 
Utah  prices,”  he  said. 

Prof.  Wilson  plans  to  make 
the  first  pour  within  a  month 
on  his  property  at  home  to 
test  his  theory. 

Before  the  concrete  is 
poured  over  the  umbrella,  he 


will  install  three-eighths  or 
half-inch  temperature  and 
shrinkage  reinforcement  steel 
to  add  strength  to  the  dome 
and  prevent  cracking  and 
shrinkage.  Cost  of  the 
reinforcement  steel  is  about 
$200,  Wilson  said.

Substantial  evidence  is  now 
possessed  by  scholars  that 
pre-Colombian  transatlantic 
contacts  did  exist. 

According  to  Robert  E. 
Parsons,  Book  of  Mormon  area 
coordinator  in  the  BYU 
ancient  scripture  department, 
these  are  the  findings  of  a 
national  symposium  held 
recently  in  Lumpkin,  Georgia.
